Springer said he had no do ubt that he was 
the member referred to . 
He bad mo v ed an 
amendment to the centennial bill changing 
the appro priatio n fro m a do natio n to a lo an. 
At the clo se o f the ex po sitio n the bo ard o f 
finance 
held that 
the mo ney 
belo nged 
to 
the

ta

go v ernment. 
Suit 
was 
entered 
by the United States and it was decided in 
fav o r o r the bo ard. 
He then went to Atto r­ 
ney General Taft and asked him to appeal 
the ease to 'the supreme co urt.

y ear o n this item o f ex pense. 
At the sann 
time the histo ry o f go v ernment telegraphy 
sho wed that mo re erro rs were made than 
when the business was co nducted by priv ate 
! parties. 
As to the v alue o f the plant, the amo unt 
Dated by the press as a fair v aluatio n o f the 
Western Unio n wo uld no t buy the wires at 
the facto ry , 
A go o d deal was said abo ut a 
few men o wning the Western Unio n. 
The 
fact was that the directo rate o f thirty men 
o wned but three-eighths o f the sto ck, 3,000 
peo ple were sto ckho lders, and 20,000 were 
interested in the pro perty . 
Dr. Green then referro d to the Knights o f 
Labo r petitio n o f half a millio n names in fa­ 
v o r o f po stal telegraph, and said it was a 
piece o f spite wo rk, because Po wderly had 
quarrelled with J ay Go uld o n ano ther sub­ 
ject. 
He added that no t o ne in lo O o f the 
signers ev er sent a message by telegraph. 
Gardner G. Hubbard fo llo wed Dr. Green 
o n the o ppo site side. 
He said it was trua as 
Dr. Green had stated that the Western 
Unio n’s 000,000 miles o f wire co uld no t be 
duplicated lo r 100,000,000, and that the co m­ 
pany po ssessed o ther pro perties, such as right 
o f way . 
The directo rs, po ssessed o f three- 
eigl.ts o f its capital sto ck, ho wev er, v irtually 
held a mo no po ly , as it wo uld be impo ssible 
at any sto ckho lders’ meeting to o btain a co n­ 
tro lling v o te o v er the directo rs. 
Dr. Green stated at this point that fcbrae- 
fourths of the capital was

London , Jan. 2 1 .-E d ito r O’Brien’s term 
o f impriso nment came to an end Friday and 
he was released. 
The peo ple g av e him an 
enthusiastic but o rderly receptio n. 
His ap­ 
pearance indicates that his health is m“ c“ 
impaired. 
His phy sicians insist that he shall 
spend a seaso n o f recuperatio n in the so uth 
o f Franc» , but he has no t y et decided to heed 
their adv ice. 
The peo ple o f Tuilamo re pre­ 
sented him with an address, which embo dies 
the declaratio n that they cared no thing fo r 
the co ercio n law, but reg arded Balfo ur s ex ­ 
ecutio n o f it as ex tremely brutal and iu all 
respects a disg race to the g o v ernment. 
O’Brien addressed the thro ng and said it 
was with the g reatest difficulty that he co uld 
find wo rds to ex press adequately his g rati­ 
tude fo r the kindness o f bis co untry men, 
especially Mo o rehead and E ran, 
witho ut 
who se assistance in his lo nely duel with his 
jailers there mig ht hav e been a different 
ev ent to celebrate fro m the o ne his hearers 
rejo iced o v er. 
Referring to Blunt’s charg es 
ag ainst Balfo ur O’Btien said he had heard 
them fro m Blunt himself lo ng befo re there 
was anv likeliho o d that Blunt wo uld be 
o ne o f Balfo ur’s v ictims. 
It was o wing 
to Blunt’s statement, in fact, that he had to ld 
Mo o rhead and Eg an that he believ ed that he 
bad been bro ug ht to Tuilamo re priso n to be 
murdered, fo r he knew that Blunt wo uld al­ 
lo w his rig ht hand to wither in fire befo re he 
wo uld tell a lie. 
Apart fro m Blunt’s rev ela­ 
tio ns, O’Brien and his fello w priso ners had a 
rig ht to infer the wo rst fro m Balfo ur’s 
secrecy in immuring them in what they 
suppo sed wo uld turn o ut to be lullamo re 
catacombs. 
It was fair, ho wev er, to say 
that the priso n o fficials perform ed 
their 
o dio us duties with the least possible harsh­ 
ness. 
O’Brien arrived in Dublin F riday evening. 
Im m ense crow ds of people, including m any 
priests and m em bers of parliam ent, m et h im 
a t th e railw ay 
station, wh ere th ey 
h ad 
w aited some tim e for h is arrival. 
H e was 
greeted w ith deafening ch eers as h e aligh ted 
from th e tra in and appeared iu sigh t of th e 
m ultitude, ami wh en lie entered th e lord 
m ayor’s carriage th e enth usiasm of th e peo­ 
ple was a t w h ite h eat, . He was driven to th e 
Im perial h otel, escorted by an imm ense p ro­ 
cession w ith bands of m usic and torch es, 
wh ile th e h ouses along th e line of inarch , 
as well as in oth er 
parts of 
th e 
city, 
were illum inated, and bonfires burned every­ 
wh ere. 
A rriving a t th e h otel O 'B rien ap­ 
peared on th e balcony and addressed tue peo­ 
ple. 
He rej. iced, h e said, th a t in spite of 
B alfour th e Irish people were stronger th an 
ever, and th ough th e English were slow in 
joining th em th ey would be slow in desertiug 
th em after th ey h ad joined. 
Th e Irish would 
not resort to outrage, but would follow I ar- 
nell and Gladstone, trusting in th e Dm ioc- 
racy of G reat B ritain to m ake Ireland a na ­ 
tion.

apartm ents aro tubes which bring air 
into the dead-rooms, and also carry it 
downward by a forced draft to a cen­ 
tral furnace below, 
where are con­ 
sumed all tho g ases and fluids escaping 
from tho bodies. 
Dead bodies treated 
in this manner will, in a short time, it 
is claimed, become naturally preserved, 
or dried, and so roniain.

line was a certain reg ular num ber of 
feet; she would stamp one of her own 
shapely ones and insist upon it that I 
could edit stories and advertisements, 
but knew nothing about the afflatus in­ 
dustry, 
And so 1 w ent on admiring her 
mure and her poetry loss every day un­ 
til, overlooking her metrical infirmities, 
I came very near marrying lu-r— that is, 
I proposed aud she rejected me in a 
poem of sixteen stanzas. 
She finally 
united in the holy bonds of matrimony 


*ith a tinsmith, and, I hope, g ives him 
sonnets on toast every morning . ” 
“A nice but determined old lady with 
an epic poem on the subject of Noah 
and his adventure was t h e - worst of 
my 
troubles for a long tim e,” said anotliei 
editor. 
“She came in on the cars from 
the country one day, and asked me if 1 
would like to see the poem. 
I replied 
with ilJ-starred politeness, ‘Certainly, 
and asked 
he r how much there was oi 
it. 
She replied about ten pounds, she 
g uesse 1, stepped out into the hall and 
broug ht mo tho article, cram med into 
one of those old fashioned oil-clott 
valises. 
She stated that her hand 
writing was not very g ood and thoug ht 
she had better read it aloud, and 
actually commenced g iving 
me the 
whole affair, done up in q uatrains. 
Not 
having time or nerve to listen to it then, 
I unhappily told her to leave it, and I 
would look it over with a view to im­ 
mediate publication if it proved worthy. 
Sho Wrote me almost every day for 
two months in a terrible unreadable 
hand, and g ave me the reputation in the 
office of receiving love letters from 
somebody. 
When I tried fo explain by 
showing the letters and the manuscript, 
nobody could read either, and I w as for 
some time under a cloud of ridicule 
from my fellow editors. 
“I was just about to bundle up the 
whole business and send it back to my 
g ood old lady friend by express, when 
there came a little blaze in our office 
and destroyed among many other val­ 
uable thing s, tho oilcloth satchel, the 
ark, Noah, and all the animals male and 
female.

He smote his hands 
tog ether a number of times in an absent 
sort of a way; seemed not to see the g roup 
of Union officers in the yard who rose 
respectfully at his approach, and appeared 
unconscious of ev erything about him. All 
appreciated the sadness which 
ov er* 
whelmed him, and he had the personal 
sympathy of ev ery one who beheld him at 
this supreme moment of trial. The ap­ 
proach of his horse seemed to recall him 
from his rev erie, and he at once mounted. 
Gen Grant now stepped down from the 
E 
orch, and mov ing towards him. salutec 
im by raising his hat. 
He was followed 
in this act of courtesy by all our officers 
present; Lee raised his hat respectfully in 
acknowledg ment, and rode off to break* the 
sad news to the brav e fellows whom he hac 
so long commanded. 
Gen. Grant and his staff then mounted 
and started for the headq uarters camp 
ilk a

which in the meantime had been pitcbec 
near by. 
The news of the surrender hac 
reached the Union lines and the firing oi1 
salutes beg an at sev eral points, but the 
General sent orders at once to hav e them 
stopped, and used these words in referring 
to the occurrence: 
“The war is ov er, the 
rebels are our-countrymen ag ain, and the 
best sig n of rejoicing after the v ictory wil 
be to abstain from all demonstrations in 
the field.” 
Mr. McLean had been charg ing abont in 
a m anner which indicated that the excite­ 
m ent was shaking his system to its nerv ous 
center, but his real trials did not beg in un­ 
til the departure of the chief actors in the 
surrender. 
Then the relic hunters charg ed 
down upon the manor house and made 
v arious attempts to jum p Mr. McLean’s 
claims to his own furniture. 
Sheridan set 
a g ood example, howev er, by paying the 
proprietor $20 in g old for the table at 
which Lee sat, for the purpose of present­ 
ing it to Mrs. Custer, and handed it ov er to 
her dashing husband, who started off for 
cam p bearing it upon his shoulder, aud 
l^ e Atlas carrying the world. Ord 
paid $40 for the table at which Grant sat, 
and afterwards presented it to Mrs. Grant, 
who modestly declined it and insisted that 
it should be g iv en to Mrs. Ord, who then 
became its possessor. 
Barg ains were at 
once struck for all the articles in the room, 
and it is ev en said that some mementos 
were carried off in the shape of flowers and 
other thing s for which no coin of the realm 
was ev er exchang ed.—Gen . Ho race P o r­ 
ter, in the Cen tu ry.

Two young gentlemen stepped into :i cigai* 
» store the other » lay, and on© of them bought 
and jutid for two cigars. The cigars cost ten 
cents each, and the man who sold them 
\anded back , in change for the silv er dollar 
that had been tendered to him, eighty cents 
in ten cent pieces. Thereupon one of the 
young men laughed vociferously, and the 
other, who had bought the cigars, poek eted 
the eight » limes, with an ex pression a pi mulch­ 
ing chagrin, and said: “Just my luck , by 
George. 
11»AvuvtT,' sai<l he, niter lighting 
his cigar, “ if there is any more sj>ending t»> 
l» e done, old fellow, you've got to do it, for 
I’m brok e.” 
When the yo ung rnun left the sto re the 
cigar man turned to a repo rter who had 
witnessed the transactio n and said: 
“ Do yo u kno w vvhut that means i” 
“ No .” 
“ Well, the yo ung man has simply caught 
the dime saving craze.” 
“ And what is the dime saving crazed” 
“ It is so mething that may no t be exactly 
new, but is new fo r all that I kno w to the 
co ntrary. The scheme is never to speinl a 
» lime. It was pro bably devise» l fo r the bene 
fit o f thriftless i*K)ple, who are no t able to 
save their mo ney in the regular way, ami fo r 
a plan o f saving it is o ne o f the best I ever 
heard o f. Hundreds o f yo ung fello ws have 
caught it, nn» i limit their wants acco rdingly. 
My business sutlers fro m the practice to so me 
extent, but no t a great deal. In fact, I am 
so mething o f a dime saver myself, and I get 
new custo mers by explaining tho plan to 
them and getting them to ado pt it. 
1 hey 
co me in to six* me at» o ut it nearly every day, 
and tell me ho w well they are do ing.” 
“ Suppo se yo u give me the plan mo re in de­ 
tail.” 
“ Well, yo u make up yo ur mind to keep 
every dime that co mes into yo ur po ssessio n. 
Yo u are never to part with a ten cent piece 
under any circumstances. Whenever yo u re- 
» ■eive a dime in change put it away, and 
when yo u get ho me place it in a bo x o r re­ 
ceptacle fo r safe keeping. 
The mo re dimes 
yo u get in change the greater yo ur savings 
will be. Yo u are to make any sacritlce rather 
than to i» art with o ne dime. 
If yo u have 
no thing but dime© in yo ur po cket when yo u 
want a cigar, go witho ut the cigar. 
If yo u 
want lunch and have no thing but dimes, go 
witho ut lunch. If yo u have o nly a dime in 
yo ur po cket and want to ride ho me o n a 
ho rse car, brace up and walk. Save yo ur 
dimes.” 
“ Well, what will be the result o f itf’ 
“ It will surprise yo u. If yo u are a free 
spender yo ur savings will assume large pro - 
I*o rtio ns. Yo u will be surprised when yo u 
ado pt the plan to see the uumber o f dimes in 
circulatio n. 
No w, when yo u co me to think o f it, a dime 
is no small sum. 
If yo u save all the » limes 
yo u get in change yo u save nearly o ne-half 
o f yo ur small expenditures. If yo u are no t 
free with yo ur mo ney yo ur savings will o f 
co urse no t amo unt to a great deal; still they 
will co me to an interesting sum in time. 
The plan seems to be, as I said, devised fo r 
the purpo se o f making peo ple who spend 
mo ney freely save a part o f their po cket 
mo ney. It is a go o d thing, to o , in the way 
o f teaching a man frugality and thrift. I 
believe that any o ne who learns to save in 
small things will no t be lo ng in learning to 
save to large things.

Furthermore, ’ felt the k»'« *n- 
cst interest in the pile of » limes that was con­ 
stantly growing. I felt five to spend in some 
things, because I k new that I would get. my 
return in dimes. 
The desire to a» ld to my 
pile, however, k ept me from buying many 
and many a thing I should have been as eager 
before to secure. 
“ I k now you will refuse to believe me 
now, when I tell you that I have saved in 
six months nearly *$100. It's a solemn fact, 
though. 
My salary is $« ,500 a year, and 
lias been for two yeurs past, and I am really 
ashamed to say that never until 1 adopted 
this » lime saving method have I save» l any 
money. 
My wife and I are delighted with 
it, and I think I see my way to saving $1,000 
nex t year. 1 have <letermine» i to buy a house 
and lot with dimes, and to l>eeom<* a whole­ 
some ex ample to my boy, if 1 should live un­ 
til he lH*conies a young man, and am confi­ 
dent that I shall never cease adjuring him to 
save his dimes.” 
“ Now,” said the gentleman's wife, “you 
need n» *t think that he is the only member 
of the firm that <loes any dime saving. 
Ji 
you k new what a walk er 1 had beeotiu 
through my unwillingness to part with a 
dime, you would <>}H*n your eyes in wonder. 
Often and often I have walk ed home because 
»,f having no other money than dimes. 
1 
have saved n» *arly all my church money. 
I 
never buy a fashion pajier, and as for eandv 
I get it by the box or not at all. 
I have 
kuv»*»1 at the mark et, in shops and at the 
store-. 
I never spend a dime, and huve gone 
without many, many things, an» l have tak en 
a positive pleasure in the sjs« *riiiee.“ 
“ SevernI of the l*oys started in with me,'
